EXICAN newspapers are still 
treating as a major breach of 


faith and national insult the arrest 
and imprisonment of the Mexican 
vice-consul at Chicago, although he 
was quickly freed ad the contempt 
of court charge against him ex- 
punged from the court 
record. 


Their attitude, though regrettable, 
was to be expected. 


In her relations with the United 


States Mexico, has a decided infer- 
iority complex. 
She is easily in- 


sulted and her pride is as easily 
pricked as a pretty girl's vanity. 
For that reason Washington, in 
the interests of amity and comity, 
handles her with kid gloves and is 
willing to overlook many things 
which it.would not tolerate from 
another nation. 


Relations between the 
United 


States and Mexico have not alweys 
been pleasant for the reason the 
two peoples are as far apart as the 
poles and have as HfFlc mutual un- 
derstanding and sympathy as a 
cat and a dog. If they could place 
themselves in the other's shoes, 
there would be no more friction, no 
more hurt feelings and 
shocked 


sensibilities. 


Americans must understand that 


Mexico has a hard row to hoe, and 
that she is doing the best she can 
with the tools given her. Half-civi- 
lized Indians comprise 30 per cent 
of her population, and she is deal- 
ing with a national ratio of illiter- 
acy much higher than that. Her 
greatest need is sympathy and pa- 
tience from the outside. 


But it is not easy for her great 


neighbor to the north to under- 
stand her. The people of the Uni- 
ted States have no patience with 
an impotent government or with 
a backward people, and Mexico has 
seemed to have both, perhaps be- 
cause the American people have 
had little opportunity to know the 
upper classes of Central America 
and because Mexico is geographi- 
cally, topographically and sociolo- 
gically difficult to govern.

aqueous gas and next to nitrogen 
and oxygen is the most volumin- 
ous element in the air. It is con- 
densed by cold and becomes visi- 
ble as dew, fog. mist, clouds, haze, 
rain. hail, snow and frost. 
The 


amount in the air varies greatly 
with the temperature and the lo- 
cality. The air in New Mexico and 
Arizona often contains only from 
three to 10 per cent of the amount 
that is present in more humid cli- 
mates at the same time. 


Dry air is less oppressive than 


air filled with the invisible

because evaporation is more rapid.

Productive capacity lost to Ohio 


industries by reason of accidents 
in the first six months of 1931. was 
sufficient to have built a barge 
canal connecting: Lake Erie and-' 
the Ohio River, according to stat-^ 
istica announced by the Divlsloh-j 
of Safety and Hygiene'of the In- ' 
dustrlal Commission. 


The deduction is made from the 


fflft that the 82,062 accidents and 
578 fatalities in the six months 
period, caused .a time loss of 4,- 
680,644 days, equivalent to the 
time of 1,000 men working every 
day, 
Sundays and holidays includ- 


ed, for a period of approximately 
thirteen years. Even without the 
aid of modern machinery, a thou- 
sand men could pick and shovel 
their way from lake to riven in 
that time. 


While the number of accident 


and occupational disease claims fil- 
ed in June was greater by 462 than 
that of May, and the highest of 
any month of this year, the 8O 
fatalities was 15 less than the best 
previous record for the year and 
the lowest monthly fatality total 
since April 1928 and 10 less than 
the best monthly record of. 1930. 
The June record was 14,603 ac- 
cidents, including 80 fatalities and 
a time loss of 712,125 days, the, ) 
April, being the 
lowest of any /f 


month of the year.
